DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 

1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 03/24/2010 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1-44 are pending. 

For reference purposes, the document paper number is 20101022. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-44 are allowed. 

4. For independent claims 1,8,15 and 33, the prior art recites an apparatus comprising a 
processor that processes insurance data and generates data concerning an insurance policy 
or premium data based on the processed data; a display device (Mitcham U.S. Patent No 
5,537,315); and generating rebate or incentive data (Mintum U.S. Patent No. 5,692,501). 
However the prior art does not recite such an apparatus operating to generate insurance 
policy data for excess wear and tear on a leased entity or for post-warranty repairs on a 
leased entity.

5. For independent claim 21 , the prior art recites a method comprising processing data 

and generating data concerning an insurance policy or premium data based on the 

processed data (Mitcham U.S. Patent No 5,537,315); and generating rebate or incentive data 

(Mintum U.S. Patent No. 5,692,501 ). However the prior art does not recite generating 

insurance policy data for excess wear and tear on a leased entity or for post-warranty repairs 

on a leased entity.
